Grant’s Revolving and Self-Cleansing | 
Filter. 


Every paper maker recognizes the importance | 
of a supply of pure water in the manufacture of 
paper, but few have an exact idea of the impu- 
rities which exist in water which is thought to 
be naturally pure. One experience of the resi- 
due that is left after filtering what is known as | 
pure water will satisfy any manufacturer that 
some good filtering medium is desirable. An 
efficient system of filtration, then, is a prime 
requisite, and it is to supply this want that the | 
Grant Revolving Water Filter has been placed 
on the market. This device may be briefly de- 
scribed as a round ball, filled with pulverized 
charcoal, which is revolved within a cylinder; | 
inside the ball the stream of water is divided 
into four parts, thus breaking its force and se- 
curing more efficient filtration. The construc- 
tion of the filter illustrated in the engraving is 
very simple. By merely turning a handle on 
the side, the filter presents a renewed surface to 
act as a purifier, and immediately cleanses the | 
part previously in use. Again, by a half turn 
of the handle a free opening for the passage of 
the water through the filter, without filtering, is 
presented, and the water flows at its natural 
head without obstruction. The filtering process 
is accomplished by means of a wire sieve and | 
pulverized filtering, while it is deodorized by the 
use of powdered bone charcoal, regarded by 
scientists as the best article known for this pur- 
pose. 

The filter is so easily cleansed that it may be 
done a hundred times a day without loss of time, 
if desired, thereby keeping it sweet and pure, 
instead of, as in the case of filters which are diffi- 
cult or impossible to clean, becoming in them- 
selves actual sources of impurity through the 
accumulations of decaying vegetable and animal 
matter. 

The Grant filter is applicable to family use in 
supplying sweet, wholesome water for drinking 
and domestic purposes. It is equally available 
in hotels, public institutions, and manufactories

The Paper Trade in the City of New York. 


[Continued.] 

In a recent article of this series reference 
was made to the connection of Coe 8S. Buchanan 
with the manufacture in this country of white 
paper from straw. Since the publication of the 
article referred to the writer has been able to see 
Mr. Buchanan, who is an invalid, and obtain 
from him a detailed account of the inception of 
this important industry. The following narra- 
tive is given as nearly as possible in Mr. Bu- 
chanan’s own words. 

The first white paper from straw put on the 
market in this country was made in 1853 by John 
and David Ames at their mill in Springfield, 
Mass. It was too harsh and transparent for 
printers’ use, and was utilized chiefly for wrap- 
ping paper and for covering card board in mak- 
ing paper boxes. This paper was made under 
the patent of Mellier, who two or three years 
before had succeeded in producing a very fair 
printing paper from straw at his mill in France. 
In 1852 he established works in England, having 
secured a patent in that country as well as in 
France, and he also made a contract about the 
same time, or subsequently, with the Ames to | 
take out a patent in this country, and employ 
the process at their mill. The process was known 
as the Coupier and Mellier patent. The late | 
Joseph B. Palser was sent from England by Mel- | 
lier to superintend the works at the Ames mill, 
and the paper referred to at the outset was pro- 
duced. As that, however, was not satisfactory 
Mellier came to the United States, and finding the 
arrangements of the Ames mill defective, and the | 
firm financially embarrassed, he revoked the 
contract and stopped the use of his processes 
there. 

After many fruitless applications to manu- 
facturers and others he succeeded in making ar- 
rangements with Phranor & Nixon, of Mana- 
yunk, Pa., mainly on account of the favorable 
opinion of the value of the process expressed by 
Mr. Swayne, then the proprietor of the Phila- 
delphia Ledger. Phranor & Nixon began in 1854 
to make paper for the Ledger, chiefly from straw | 
pulp with a small percentage of rags; but for 
several years the quality was not such as to 
command the general market. 

Late in 1855 the manufacture was begun at 
Rock City Falls, N. Y., by Coe 8. Buchanan and

Subsequently C. 8S. Buchanan 
purchased a Coupier and Mellier 
patent, and made a contract to 
obtain for Mellier the United 
States patent for his improve- 
ment. This was issued May 26, 
and was then assigned to 
Mr. Buchanan. In this new patent 
adhering to the idea of 
Coupier and Mellier, kept the 
alkaline solution from being 
diluted in the boiling process, by 
providing his rotary boiler with 
a steam jacket outside or coils of 
inside. His claims also 
covered the use of an alkaline 
solution of a strength from 2° to 3°

out his interest in the Rock City

Prussian Blue.—The proportions of the sub- 
stances used to produce Prussian blue cannot be 
safely determined stoichiometrically, but only 
by practical experiment. The prussiate of pot- 
ash is much dearer than sulphate of iron. The 
mixture should therefore be made so that there 
will be an excess of the iron salt. According to 
my experience, 12 parts of green vitriol will de- 
compose perfectly 10 parts of prussiate of pot- 
ash, but in practice it is best to take 14 parts of 
green vitriol. The addition of acid or cloride

To precipi- 
tate Prussian blue a tub, greater in height than 
in width, is used, and from half of its height 
upward it is furnished with wooden cocks or 
bungs, about 8 centimetres distant from each 
other. In preparing the color, hydrocyanic acid, 
more or less detrimental to the health of opera- 
tives, is developed. It is advisable, therefore, 
to place the tub at the bottom of a chimney, 
having a good draft, and which will carry off 
the poisonous vapors. In any event care should 
be taken not to inhale the rising gas.

Following are two recipes for 
preparing a solution of nitrate of 
iron for Prussian blue: 

1.—In a spacious tub and in 60 
litres of water, dissolve 30 kilogs. 
of nitrate of soda and acidify the 
solution with 12 litres of sulphu- 
ric acid, after which old iron is 
added in equal quantities, until 
there is an excess. 

2.—4 parts of nitric acid, diluted 
with 1 part of water, are put into 
a well washed petroleum barrel, 
and old iron is added by degrees, 
until there is an excess. The 
iron dissolves with a_ violent 
reaction, and no further metal 
is added till the development 
of gas subsides. There should remain in the 
liquid an excess of iron. The solution 
boiled by a jet of steam, and after clarifica- 
tion it drawn off for use. The recipe 
weight ranges between 40° and 44° Bé. While 
it is stored, the degree of concentration in- 
creases, which does not impair its quality. 
The pulp to be treated with Prussian blue is first 
thoroughly mordanted with alum, and after the 
coloring has been done, it is enlivened with a 
tin salt bath. As has been pointed out, the 
lakes obtained from oxide of tin excels those 
from alumina, in their fire and purity of tint.

The color 
gains also in beauty if the pulp receives an addi- 
tion of china clay, especially if boiled in potato 
starch. 


The washed blue furnishes finer tints than blue 
developed on the pulp. At the same time I am 
sure that the paper retains its color, while the 
blue developed in the pulp by the use of acid 
turns red under the influence of the air. This is 
perceptible more immediately on the edges of the 
sheets. This drawback, it is true, can be pre- 
vented by treating the pulp long enough with a 
bath of pure water until the latter, on being 
drawn off, ceases to show a strong acid reaction. 
But of course this washing has to precede the 
additions of the fillers, and thus coloring accord- 
ing to sample would be uncertain. As a rule, 
the washing process is not resorted to, and pref- 
erence is given, if a fast color is wanted, to the 
preceding process. A phenomenon hitherto un- 
explained is, that the paper colored with Prus 
sian blue precipitate is discolored slightly by the 
sun by losing cyano or hydro-cyanic acid, while 
in the dark, under the influence of oxygen, it 
regains its original color.

showed the advisability of increasing the size of 
the apparatus. With this object two other cyl- 
inders of the same dimensions were added to the 
series. This addition, although giving improved 
results, still fell short of the object in view, and 
the cylinders were afterwards pulled down. 

The next apparatus consisted of eight cylin- 
ders of 12 feet diameter by 12 feet high, which 
were erected in a single line; each cylinder hav- 
ing two fire places and two discharging doors 
placed on opposite sides. The sulphurous acid 
pipe was placed on one side and the circulating 
pipe, connecting each of the end cylinders, on 
the other side of the line of cylinders. 

This arrangement gave a long column of salt, 
but exposed too much cooling surface, and con- 
sumed more fuel than was desirable. But this 
was afterwards greatly reduced by erecting an- 
other line of eight cylinders, so arranged as to 
form a double row, with one fire place and one 
discharging door to each cylinder. This reduced 
the fuel to about one-eighth of that previously 
required per ton of sulphate, for, while the pro- 
duction of the plant was doubled, the total fuel 
consumption was reduced to about one-fourth. 
This most remarkable result was another con- 
firmation of the fact that the larger the quan- 
tity of the material operated upon, the smaller 
the proportion of fuel required. 

Four sets of plant, having a total of thirty- 
eight cylinders, of 15 feet diameter by 12 feet 
high, were next erected by several firms. Each 
set was arranged in two rows with an archway 
betwixt, having two fires and two drawing doors 
to each cylinder, for the convenience of quick 
discharging and reheating. Twenty cylinders 
of the same size, but arranged back to back 
and with only one fire place and drawing place 
to each cylinder, were afterwards erected by 
the Atlas Chemical Company. The working of 
these cylinders proved that it was quite practic- 
able to discharge the contents of each through 
one drawing door. All the foregoing experience 
pointed in the direction of still further increas- 
ing the dimensions of the cylinders, and arrang- 
ing the apparatus compactly, so as not to expose 
an excessive amount of radiating surface. Con- 
vinced of this fact, the same firm decided to 
erect another set of cylinders of larger dimen- 
sions than any yet attempted, viz., twelve cylin- 
ders of 18 feet diameter by 12 feet high, each 
containing 55 to 60 tonsof sulphate. Several 
important improvements were introduced into 
this apparatus. In the previously erected plants 
the gas, after descending through the mass of 
partly converted sulphate, was conducted from 
the bottom of each cylinder to the top of the 
next by means of an external pipe connected to 
the lower part of the cylinder. In this appara- 
tus these external pipes are replaced by D shaped 
pipes arranged in the interior of the cylinders, 
by which leakage of air into the upcast pipe is 
entirely prevented, and, besides, has the advan- 
tage of placing all the connecting joints at the 
top of the cylinders where they can be got at. 
The brick work is also simplified, and now con- 
sists of a 9-inch ring around each cylinder, with

This steam passes into a box, in 
which the salt is agitated by revolving arms. It 
then passes on to an endless band formed of a |} 
series of iron plates, where it is stamped and cut 
into suitable pieces. It then enters the drying 
oven, where, after being brought into direct con- 
tact with the products of combustion, it arrives 
at the other end in a suitable condition for put- 
ting into the cylinders. It is important that the 
prepared salt be sufficiently porous to allow the 
diffusion of the gaseous re-agents, and also free 
from dust, so as not to close the passages 
through which the gases circulate in traversing 
the cylinders. \ 

The kind of salt varies with the purpose for | 
which the sulphate is required. Ground rock, 
surface evaporated salt, sweepings from salt 
works, and other cheap sources of salt are | 
largely used for the process where sulphate is 
made for alkali manufacture. 

When it is required to use the sulphate with- 
out refining, for the manufacture of plate glass, 
it is necessary to use salt containing only traces 
of iron.

Holyoke Notes. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 





Ho.oyke, Mass., March 3, 1881. 

A bill has been reported in the Massachusetts 
Legislature giving the Hartford and Connecticut 
Valley Railroad permission to extend its line 
from the Connecticut border to Holyoke, and 
there is not much doubt but it will pass without 
much opposition. There is more trouble in the 
Connecticut Legislature, the other railroads 
forming a strong lobby against it. But if no 
special charter can be obtained then the owners 
of the Valley road will organize a new company 
under the general law, for they are bound to 
put the project through if possible. The grow- 
ing business interests of this city make too great 
an object of pursuit for the undertaking to be 
easily abandoned. 

In connection with this subject I must mention 
that Clemens Herschel, the Holyoke Water 
Power Company’s hydraulic engineer, has been 
appointed State Railroad Commissioner by Gov- 
ernor Long. 
bers and the vacancy was caused by the death 
of A. D. Briggs, of Springfield. Mr. Herschel 
has the reputation of being one of the best engi- 
neers in New England, and the State does well 
to engage his services. The salary is $4,000 a 
year, and Mr. Herschel retains his position here, 
where he is working out the problem of measur- 
ing the water used by the different mills. He is 
popular with the company and also with the 
manufacturers, which is a great help in his diffi- 
cult work. 

The two smallpox patients in the Holyoke 
pesthouse are doing so well that both are up and 
dressed, but there are three new cases over the 
river. When the Hartnett girl, who was em- 
ployed in one of the paper mills over there, came 
down with the disease a fortnight ago her entire 
family, eight in number, were removed to the 
South Hadley pesthouse, and three of them are 
now sick, one of them seriously. The authori- 
ties have done what they can to prevent the dis- 
ease from breaking out in the village, and no 
danger is anticipated here. 

Your translation of the German letter of Oscar 


Flinsch in the last JoURNAL was of much interest | 


to Holyoke and vicinity, where Mr. Flinsch 
spent some months of last year in learning our 
American ways of paper making. He was per- 
mitted to go into the mills and work as a volun- 
teer, with the full understanding that his object 
was to gain information for use in his own mill 
in Germany. No wonder the absence of busi- 
ness jealousies struck him as remarkable. Mr. 
Flinsch was a gentleman and made many friends 
in the city outside of the mills, and the day be- 
fore he left for his overland trip to California 
he made his farewell calls dressed in his full uni- 
form as a soldier in the Prussian army. 


The Valley Paper Company has been talking a 


long time about the proposed enlargement of its 
facilities—in fact, for ten years—for the two ex- 
tra mill powers were bought as long ago as that. 
At the annual meeting in January it was de- 
cided to still further delay the matter, but a 
special meeting was held last week, when the 
business prospect was thought to be bright 
enough to warrant building the new mill at 
once. Now the officers are in 
operations, and the excavations for the wheel 
pit will soon be started, but the high water will 
prevent finishing the pit for some time, prob- 
ably. This is the first fine mill to be built here 
for eight or ten years, and it shows that even 
conservative paper makers have plenty of faith 
in the future of the business.

Cireulation in Boilers. 





There are two essentials in a steam boiler, | 


| without which proper circulation is impossible. 

First.—The heat must be applied at the bot- 
tom of the boiler, because heated water rises. 

Second.—The shape and position of the heating 
surfaces must be such as to allow the heated 
water and the steam to rise freely in obedience 
to their tendency. 

There is no danger of heating or burning a 
plate, so long as there is free circulation and the 
| plate is clean on the water sides. 

As long as there is water in contact with the 

| plate it will not burn; but if this water be not 

| allowed to rise it will become steam, and the 

plate will be liable to be burned. 

| Water has great protective or heat absorbing 
capacity, because, 

| conductivity as compared with steam or air—that 


is, heat travels more rapidly from one part to | 


another of a body of water than in a body of 


steam or air. 


Another reason for the heat absorbing prop- | 


erties of water is that its specific heat is more 
than twice as great as that of steam. 

There is a third reason—that a large amount 
of heat becomes latent during evaporation. 

The boiler may have large heating surface so 
badly shaped or placed as to be of little use. 

It may have large heating surface, but little 


face is to receive and transmit heat to the water 
on the other side of it. 
The rapidity of transmission depends upon the 


| proportion between the temperature of the hot 


gases on the one side of the plate and that of the 
water or the steam on the other. 

In theory, the heating power of any heating 
surface varies with the square of the difference 
between the two sides of the plate. 

But in practice the heating power decreases 
as we approach the chimney, even more rapidly 
than this. 

This is by reason of the accumulations of soot, 
scale, &c., at the chimney end of the flues or 
tubes. The reason that there is more 
the chimney end is that the gases there have less 
velocity.

Copper surfaces are better conductors of heat 
thaniron. Thick plates are poorer 
than thin. 

The rapidity of passage of the heated gases 
may be such as to allow too little time for the 
transmission of heat. 

The position and shape of the plates influence 
their power of transmission. 

If a cubical box be immersed in water, with its 
sides vertical and horizontal and heated from 
within, there will be twice as much steam gen- 
erated from its upper 
tical sides, and none will be disengaged from 
the bottom side. 

This is because the steam rises from the top very 
freely, leaves the sides but sluggishly, and cannot 
get away from the bottom at all. 

By inclining the box, it will be nédted that the 
red than before will 
generate much less steam than before, while from 
that which is less submerged more steam than 
before will rise. 

With a given area of heating surface of a cer- 
tain length moye steam power is given than by 
one large tube, or even by several; but with a 
more steam 
power is given by a number of small tubes. 

There is one thing to be taken in consideration 
in comparing the relative heating or steaming 
power of furnace and tube area; that in the fur- 
nace there is heating by radiation from the glow- 
ing mass of fuel as wellas by convection or 
contact with the heated gases of combustion.

Furnace heating surface is stated by Isherwood 
to be nearly threetimes as valuable as tube sur- 
face; the surface of marine boilers 
being only 28 per cent. of the whole, while its 
heating power is 55 per cent. 

The upper surface of horizontal tubes or flues 
is more effective than the lower. 1. Because it 
is apt to be cleaner. 2. Because the stream of 
heated gases hugs the upper surface. Be- 
cause the steam escapes more freely from the 
upper surface than from the lower.

Following is a statement of the tare on two lots 
of rags just used: 1. Seventy-six bales domestic 
seconds, 45,980 Ibs. ; tare, 1,064 Ibs. bagging and 


rope, or 2.31 per cent. 2. Sixty-five bales domes- | 


tic seconds, 32,890 Ibs. ; tare, 690 lbs. bagging and 
rope, or 2.1 per cent. In this case the tare is un- 
usually light, but the bales were amply pro- 
tected—better, indeed, than usual. When the 
tare is heavy, it is frequently made up by put- 
ting six or eight thicknesses of bagging on the 
top and bottom of the bale, leaving the sides and 
ends with no more than when the tare is low. I 
think that 3 per cent. is ample to protect the 
goods in good shape if the wrapping is used 
evenly over all the bale. The matter is entirely 
in the hands of the packers, who can, if they 


will, put up rags and other paper stock so that | 


they can be shipped any distance and be deliv- 
ered in good order, using less than 3 per cent. of 
tare. If one thickness of bagging will protect 
the sides and ends of the bale, there is no neces- 
sity for six or eight on the top and bottom. But

Ans.—We have never heard of such a cloth, 
and inquiry of importers and manufacturers 
does not lead to any information on the subject. 


| A.S. wants to know how to make a good rosin size 
for straw wrappings that will not float or foam? 
He has been using 30 pounds of soda ash to 100 
pounds of rosin. 

Ans.—To engine-size coarse wrapping and 
straw papers requires special treatment, not 
only in making and using the size, but in the 
handling of the stock. Floating is often caused 
by the stock not being properly treated, and the 
result only shows itself when size is used. The 
inquiry of our correspondent calls for a special 
knowledge which it is difficult to put into lang- 
uage which will be at once brief and easily under- 
stood. An old correspondent, ‘‘ Papyrus,” gives 
| us the following practical directions for the prep- 
| aration of engine size, which may suit the case. 
| Take 25 pounds soda ash, 100 pounds rosin, 8 gal- 

lons water. Put thesoda ash into the water when 
it (the water) is cold; stir it well and turn on the 
| steam. By the time the water is boiling the 
| soda will be dissolved. Then add the rosin; con- 

tinue boiling till the soda and rosin are thor- 

oughly united or saponified, which may be ascer- 
| tained by taking out a little of the size and mix- 
ing it in a hand basin with tepid, not warm, 
water. If it dissolves easily and is of a cream 
color, and there is no sediment when allowed to 
stand a little while, the-size is all right; or, if on 
shutting the steam off, the size is amber colored 
| and immediately settles to the bottom of the 
vessel, itis not boiled enough, or has not got 
enough soda. If, on the other hand, it is of a 
dirty drown color and in a uniform syrup-like 
mass it has too much soda. It is a good plan to

New Postal Regulations. 


Under the new order of the Postmaster Gen- 
eral, revoking section 232 of the Postal Regula- 
tions, all partially written matter must be pre- 
paid at the regular letter rate of 3 cents for each 
half ounce. A number of exceptions were made 
to the operation of this rule, but nothing was 
said about circulars made by the hektograph, 
the electric pen, &c. Inquiry at the Post Office 
elicits the information that the Postmaster Gen- 
eral has made no rulings respecting this class of 
circulars, but that they are treated as third- 
class matter, if left unsealed and containing 
nothing of the nature of personal correspondence. 
Other exceptions to the new order are: 

Corrected proof sheets and manuscript copy ac- 
companying the same. Date and name of the ad- 
dressee and of the sender of the circulars, and the 
correction of mere typographical errors therein. 
Upon third-class matter, or upon the wrapper inclos- 
ing the same, the sender may write his own name 
and address with the word “from” above and pre- 
ceding the same, and in either case may make simple 
marks, intended to designate a word or passage of 
the text to which it is desired to call attention. There 
may be placed upon the cover or blank leaves of any 
book, or of any printed matter of the third class, a 
manuscript dedication or inscription, but it must be 
confined to a simple address or consignment as a 


mark of respect, and it must not partake of the nat- | 


ure of personal correspondence. Upon fourth-class 
matter the sender may write his own name and ad- 
dress, preceded by the word “from,” and also the 
number and names of the articles inclosed. He may 
also mark the article for identification.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The money mar- 
ket early in the week was characterized by great 
stringency, and loans were made as high as 11g 
per cent. per diem in addition to legal interest. 
This, however, was an exceptional rate, but 1 
per cent. was freely paid, and at one time 4¢ of 
1 per cent. a day was considered cheap. When 
the effect of Secretary Sherman’s measures for 





relief was experienced, the market assumed a | 
tone of ease, and rates were again brought down | 


to 5 and 6 per cent. At the close the quotation 
was 3@4 per cent. Loans were effected on 
United States bonds at 3@5 per cent. Time 
loans and prime discounts are without change. 


The government bond market was strong and | 


\%@ per cent. higher for all the issues with the 


exception of 5s, which are unchanged. The veto | 


of the Funding bill by the President had a very 
favorable effect on all the issues, the new 4s ad- 
vancing 3¢@%& per cent., and the rest of the list 
36 per cent. 

Railroad mortgages were strong and active, 
and participated largely in the general buoy- 
ancy which resulted from the failure of the 
Funding bill to become a law.

—an air pump operated by a weight being used 
to produce the air current; and a gas generator, 
a cylinder containing evaporating pans or cham- 
bers, in which the gasolene is kept.

The safety of the process and 
the greater security over that of lighting by 
kerosene lamps are claimed, for the reason that 
all the inflammable material from which the gas 
is made is stored under ground and away from 
the building. The apparatus is erected in ac- 
cordance with the regulations approved by the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters, who have 
thoroughly investigated it, and adopted a report 
indorsing this process of lighting, and the method 
of setting previously described. 

The cost of gas made in this manner is an im- 
portant matter. The company says that from 
the most reliable data it finds that six gallons of 
gasolene make light fully equal to 1,000 feet of 
coal gas.
